Kelley said the 50-day 
first section of the dove 
season will open at noon, 
Saturday, Sept. 25, and the 
special teal duck hunting 
season will open at sunrise 
on Wednesday, Sept. 22, 

The daily bag and posse- 
ssion limit on doves is 12 
this season, as required by 
the U.S, Fish and Wildlife 
Service which sets the 
maximum bag limit for 
migratory game birds, The 
bag limit during the teal 
season, which runs until 
sundown, Sept. 30, is 4 
per day and 8 in posses- 
sion,

A tornado severely dam- 
aged a home occupied by 
a Negro woman and her 


seven children shortly 
after midnight Friday 
morning without injuring 


the occupants, 

The woman, Carry Nell 
Wright, of Elba, Rt, 2, 
said she was standing at a 
bedroom window, having . 
heard some noise, when 
the tornado hit, Some of 
the children, ranging in 
age from one to 18, were 
asleep and others were 
awake, 

The roof was blown off 
the house and parts of it 
were found in a nearby 
peanut field. The frontwall 
of the concrete block house 
was knocked down, Anauto- 
mobile in front of the house 
was apparently picked up, 
rolled over several times 
and left in. the edge of the 


yard, 
The house is one-half 
mile east of Danley’s 


Crossroads on Coffee 
County Road 70, about six 
and one-half miles west 
of Elba, The tornado ap- 
parently came from the 
southwest and was headed 
northeast,

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Record 


Retention Requirements 


In case of a ’, flood, 
or hurricane, what records 
are absolutely vital to re- 
covering losses and getting 
back into business? Book- 
keeping and maintenance of 
records are becoming 
more and more expensive 
and time - consuming, 
Which records should the 
Owher-manager keep, and 
for how long? 

The Small Business Ad- 
ministration emphasizes 
that each business has dif- 
ferent record keeping 
needs, In deciding what 
records to retain and for 
how long, make a three 
to six month study of the 
records you are using and 
the frequency of their use, 
Then procedures can be 
eatabished for the types 
of records to be retained 
and for how long, 

Many records must be 
kept to meet legal require- 
ments, The Fair Labor 
Standards Act specifies a 
three year retention period 
for information on em- 
ployee hours and wages, 
although supporting data, 
such as time cards, need 


be kept only two years, 
Federal Income Tax and 
sdcial Security Tax re- 


cords of payments and de- 
ductions must be retained 
for four years, 

While all accounting re- 


cords and supporting do- 
cumentation should be kept 
until the annual audit of 
the firm is completed, 


books of original entry, 
sucil as those showing cash 
receipts and cash dis- 
bursements, and all docu- 
mentation of your city, 
State and federal income 
tax returns should be kept

for six years, Most state 
and local governments re- 
quire sales and use tax 
returns to be keptfor three 
years, 

The Alabama Statute of 
Limitations requires keep- 
ing records of accounts 
payable, such as canceled 
payroll checks, and gen- 
eral checks for three years 
Although accounts receiv- 
able are of concern chiefly 
for unpaid invoices, it is 
also wise to keep paid in- 
voices for the length of 
time in which a customer 
might normally register a 
complaint, 

Records kept as part of 
business routine should be 
retained only so long as 
they have continuing worth 
to the firm, Job tickets 
and production orders are 
valuable only in process- 
ing the order or when a 
customer questions deliv- 
ery or quality, Mainten- 
ance records should be kept 
for the life of the equip- 
ment, f 

Space and accessibility 
are the two main problems 
in storing records, It is 
important to make anindex 
showing the contents of 
each stored record con- 
tainer and file this index 
in the firm’s active re- 
cords, To cope with li- 
mited storage space on the 
firm’s premises, commer- 
cial storage . or micro- 
film might be considered, 
A periodic review of re- 
cords no longer needed, 
As a final check, evaluate 
if you actually need all the 
records your business ma- 
kes everyday, See: if you 
cannot eliminate or incor- 
porate data in your pre- 


sent recording system, 

When disaster strikes, 
certain records are abso- 
lutely necessary to get the 
firm going again, Records 
are needed to collect in- 
surance, report losses for 
income tax purposes andto 
borrow money, Keeping 
duplicate copies of impor- 
tant papers in twoseparate 
places spreads the risk of 
losing them and provides 
some extra security, 

No matter how secure 
and safely records are 
Kept, they are worthless 
if not kept up-to-date, A 
current profit and loss 
Statement, balance sheet 
and the businessman will 
look optimistically to the 
future but will also be pre- 
pared for misfortune by re- 
taining important 4nd ac- 
curate records,

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NEEDED: A CUTOFE 
TIME FOR A NEW LABOR LAW 


The Administration’s wage-price freeze dramatically 
illustrated the need for a reform of the nation’s labor 
relations law, which is an inflationary force because og the 
preponderance of power it gives to labor unions. 

Whether almost commonplace twenty and thirty per- 
cent wage settlement packages have been the symptom or 
the cause of a sick economy can be debated, but it cannot 
be denied that they happened, Business seemed helpless 
to do anything but accept the big wages and raise prices. 
Meanwhile, foreign countries, without strict pollution con- 
trols and relatively lower living standards for their work- 
ers, were taking over the American markets in product 
after product. 

Hopefully, free economic competition conducted with 
a rulebook that is fair to all will come soon. Meanwhile, 
Congress should initiate legislation to provide a more 
equitable balance in the collective bargaining process.

Today's Subject: Summary of This Series 


Those of you who have followed my series on drug abuse 
have been with me now for the past 13 weeks, and it is my 
sincere hope that the information I have shared with you has 
been helpful in learning about drugs and stimulating to the 


someone is ‘after them.’’ Suspicious about everyone 
around them, even family members. 

5. Marked appetite extremes, No appetite at all and when 
this changes and they do eat, the amounts of food intake 
are huge, particularly in the line of sweets and liquids, 

6. Extremes in disposition. Either highly stimulated and 
overly talkative or very sleepy. 

7, Extremes in emotions. Frequent spells of crying or 
hysterical laughter, Very frequently showing feeliffgs 
against any authority. 

8. Needle marks, skin boils, sores. Scars from use of 
needles many times become very infected. 

9. Body and breath odor very unpleasant. 

10, Eyes usually very bloodshot and watery. Pupils very 

small, eyes often wide, 

If you suspect a child is taking some form of drugs, it is 
probably best, for the first step, to consult your family doctor. 
He is very well qualified to confirm your judgment. 

Here are some of the street terms you want to listen for 
now that you know they are definitely connected with drug use.

mind in making your personal determination to LEARN MORE. 
I can assure you that the more you know about drugs, the more 
benefit you will be to your children on the subject and the more 
you can do for our community to fight the drug curse. 

Parents have long told their children not to use drugs, ex- 
cept under a doctor’s prescription, but now you can authorita- 
tively say WHY drugs should not be abused and the many 
harms that can come to those who do abuse drugs. 

Most of our discussions have been on the prevention through 
knowledge approach to the drug problem, but here I want to 
state things to watch for that might indicate a person is already 
using some type of drugs. Ten frequent signs of drug abuse are: 

1, Mora! ill health. Normal value changes and unusual 


ideas taking their place. 


2. Mental ill health. Emotional extremes with a marked 
loss of interest in usual goals. Unusually bad grades in 
school, signs of a change in personality. 

3. Physical ill health. Loss of weight, changes in skin 


color, loss of body tone,

All things considered, it is not the responsibility of any one 
group of people, government agencies, doctors, law enforcement 
people, ministers, parents—to minimize the drug threat this 
country faces today—it is the responsibility of all of us! 


On Wednesday, Septem- 
ber 8, the day that the Uni- 
ted States Congress recon- 
vened following a 32-day.

lic school officials, They 
are being uprooted from 
their neighborhoods in cit- 
ies and from their home 
communities in rural ar-

Children’s Crusades of 
medieval times, 

The recent decision of 
the U, S, Supreme Court 
in the Charlotte-Mecklen- 
berg, N. C, opinion talks 
about busing, but never 
mentions children, Ittalks 
about racial ratios, but not 
about human beings, It 
talks about school teach- 
ers, but not about the pow- 
ers of government to order 
their lives--to deprive 
them of vested teacher ten- 
ure rights, to uproot them 
and to deprive them of jobs

by Federal Court decree, 

In this opinion to which 
I have referred, there is 
not a line--not even aword 
about the parents of these 
children, The opiniondoes 
not suggest the mental and 
emotional anguish of pa- 
rents and children. It 
Says nothing of the deep 
concerns and fears of pa~ 
rents for the safety of their 
loved ones, The Court 
speaks of busing to schools, 
but not busing from homes 
and communities and nei- 
ghborhoods, Why isn’t con- 
sideration given tothe edu- 
cation and welfare of the 
children instead of tosome 
sort of sociological plan- 
ning? 

I am firmly convinced 
that the vast majority of 
the American people are 
not going to be dedicatedto 
by nine non-elected Su- 
preme Court Judges in 
matters that adversely af- 
fect the life, safety, phy- 
sical and emotional health 
education and general wel- 
fare of their children, They 
are not going to be treated 
as if they or their child- 
ren are equations tobe used 


by courts or anybody else 
to achieve some socialis- 
tic ideal of mathematical 
balance, 

Nationwide polls indicate 
a mounting revulsion 
against dictatorial school 
decrees, Governors and 
distinguished Senators axe 
Speaking out against thei, 
Petitions, telegrams and 
letters of protest pour into 
my Office from all over the 
country, and there is a 
marked change in the gen- 
eral tenor of these letters. 

The Supreme Court has 
invited a confrontation with 
the people, The institution 
of public school education 
is threatened by the loss 
of public support, The in- 
stitution of the Supreme 
Court of the United States 
is threatened by the loss of 
its authority, Something 
has to give, For my part, 
I. intend to support *public 
school education in this 
Nation, and I intend to do 
everything within my power
